‘Amongtt other laudable attempts that have been made 
of late for the improvement of the Englifh Stage by our 
Theatrical Projefors, I muft confefs, I was fomewhat 
furprized at one, which was ftarted by an * extraordinary’ 
Genius in that way fome time ago. The Scheme 
feemed to me to be built on no lefs a Poffudatum than the 
following, That it might be an eafy thing for him (the 
Projefor) through his own x#common difcernment in all 
requifites for the Stage, to fix on fome young perfons) 
with good capacities, who, on their firft appearance, 
would exceed all thofe whom we, in our prefent depra- 
vity of tafte, call good A@ors ; and would infallibly con- 
vince the world, that long ftudy and experience were 
not neceflary to form a Player; and that, provided a man 
would put on the refolution to we for an hour or twe, the 
very perjon, be would feem, he could not mifs fuccefs. 

own, for my part, I have hitherto had no great opi- 
nion of thefe Extempore Afors: for, as often as I have 
had the misfortune to be at the Play-houfe, when a Gen- 
tleman has condefcended kindly to expofe himfelf a volun- 
teer to the Town in this way, or (as it is often exprefled) 
to perform for his own diverjion ; fo often have | been 
confirmed in my opinion, that thofe attempts prove 
merely for the diverfion of themfelves, and no body 
elfe, unlefs it be fome ill-natured Wits, who are beft en- 
tertained when they fee a perfon in a difagreeable and 
contemptible fituation. Befides, the confidence and felf- 
conceit, that muft be fuppofed in any man, in order to 
pufh him upon fuch an undertaking (provided it be done 
without any view of future profit) is fufficient to give the 
moit impartial audience fomething of antipathy and pre- 
judice againft him. The vanity and oftentation'is fhown 
fo much in the attempt, that. all the modefty and unaf- 
fectednels, which he may aflume at the time of his ap- 
pearance, will {carce be able to attone for it. 

But indeed, if through decay of fortune, or Inability 
to applic to any thing better, he-comes there only as a 
Probationer, with defign to make it afterwards his bu~ 
finefs, and fupport, in cafe he meets with the Town’s 
applaufe ; this alters the cafe extremely : and if this be! 
his intent, I can’t help thinking, that it ought by fome 
means or other, to be modeftly infinuated to the,'Town. 
fam pretty confident, that there is fo much good nature 
in moft Audiences, that the difguft which they have juflly 
taken up again thele Extempore Roscivus’s, thefe Buf 
toons by particular defire, and for their own diverfion, 
would immediately vanifh, when they confider the at- 
tempt, notas a conceited frolick, but as a laudable ‘endea- 
vour for.a comfortable fubfittence. 

I believe the matters of our publick (chools never made 
any attempt which met with more approbation, than 
that of forming their {cholars habitually to a confidence 
and addrefs, by the aéting of antient and modern Plays. 
There is no doubt, but it is both highly inftitétive and 
delighting to the {cholars them{elves, and véry often proves 
a -mott agreeable and ‘rational entertainment even to the 
‘mhott judicious Spectators. I have known, not only the 
Davus's, Syrus’s, and PiHioRMio’s, but éven the belt

rate and unworthy of their edacation : and I really can cd 
help thinking it incumbent on the Town, by their dif- 
countenancing them at firit, to hinder the unhappy youths 
from making the fame filly attempt for the future. 

For my own part,:I own I am ata Jofs to frame a more 
difagreeable idea, than that of a young Gentleman (whom 
one might have hdped. to have feen- in # better place) 


‘\decked out in all the pomp of tinfel and dramatick finery, 


ftalking about the Stage, /awing the air with bis bands, 
and tearing a paffion to rags: while the Under-ators, 
Prompters, and Candle-fauffers, wonder at the ftrength 
of his genius.and luags} fome of the Audience laughing, 
and all his friends pitying him; whilft he, confident of 
his own fuperior merit, and carelefs of the fentiments of 
the Speétators, perlifts undaunted, alternately whining 
and bellowing.

When a young perfon firit begins to take this unfortu- 
nate turn, we generally hear of him making his firft 
pufh at Panton-iireet, or York Buildings, or fome or other 
of our Great Rooms about Towns; where he exhibits to 
an Audience of Friends, Relations, and Acquaintance; 
and if either himfelf, or any of his Acquaintance happen 
to be acquainted with four or five perions of Quality, 
they are, if poflible, to be drawn thither too; for by 
this, it commences in the next day’s Papers, an Audience 
compoled of persons of the firft diftinion, Here the 
young Hero fhows away, and meets (who doubts it ?) 
with univerfal applaule! prodigious ! There is action ! 
That’s a fine attitude! Behold the tread of a BerrerTon, 
united with the pofture of a Sentsino! And then inan 
Antithefis between De/pair and Hope, or He//and Heaven, 
&c. he can mount up from Monraqnana to Fari- 
NELLI ia Alt! Let Quin tremble! Here’s one 
fhall teach him what aéting is ; and fhall demonttrate to 
true Judges, that all the reft (except Pisro. and Prince 
PretryMan) are a pack of Actors + gesera/, plajtick, 
and unfpecificate. 

But, if after this mock ordeal of fev’n of thefe Audi- 
ences, || /eo"n juftly charmed and applauding Audiences, this 

RAWCANSIR fhould meet with a different treatment on 
the publick Stage; and fhould find the decree, which 
was irregularly obtained in his favour from a partial 
bench of Judges, reverfed by the full Parliament of the 
Town ; 1 would teach him Philofophy enough, not to 
be grievoufly diiappeinted, nor confident that he is 
really a great genius, and that ’tis only the égverance and 
env’y of afew that has-opprels’d aim: nor would I, 
above all, advife him to print, or fuffer to be printed, 
any felf-conceited Affeverations, nor witty Parables, mo- 
deity infinuating that he is a Hor/e, and the reft of the 
Actors Mu/es, and the Pit a confederate tribe of A/és. 

But whilft I am blaming this emblematical way of 
managing Controverfy ; a Fable pretty much in point to 
the prefent fuppoled Cafe occurs to my memory, which, 
tho’ it isa very trite one, I cannot difluade mylelt from 
concluding with. ; 

Once a young Piper (Mufician he galled himfelf) had 
for fome time been accultomed ix Triviis (according to 
Vireir)

and had had the fecret plealure of meeting, in that way, 











auditors rofe at lait to fo unreafonable a height, that He 
began to aflume the air and title of a Virtao/o di Flauto, 
and to look upon himfelt as a grast genius, ient from a- 
bove for the reformation ef Mufick. This made him 
determine to quit his circumforancous method of perform- 
ing, and fhine on the principal Theatre: and to this un- 
dextaking he was meat 4 prompted, by a perfon of a very 
fingular talte and jadgment, who pretended to be a great 
Connoifeur in Piping. This Prompter of his paved 
the way for his Friend's appearance, by afferting pub- 
lickly, That their moft eminent Performer (the Mar- 
Tint of that age ),had neither Grace, Spirit, nor Melody 
in his playing. In fhort, the day is hxed,—the Chiefs 
were late—the Hero takes the Stage, and with much

with aniver/al approbation. The Applaale of his trivia/ 


gefticulation, flies over a cracked inftrument, in many art- 
lefs and unnatural divifions. All the Audience laugh, 
and fome hifs ;—he burfts Sway indignant; and is very 
pofitive that the other Performer, apprehenfive of being 
eclipfed, hired a party to mortify him. But alafs! he 
finds the diflike was too general. However, there is no 
doubt, but that both he and his prompting Acquaintance, 
had recourfe to the ufual Dermier Rejort of perfons in 
thefe circumftances ; and retired enjoying this folid and 
comfortable reflection, that they were {till in the right, 
and that all chat were of another opinion knew nothing 
at all of the matter, but laboured under a vile apprehen- 
fion, and a Damn'd bad Tafe. °

“ him obnoxious to Ecclefiaftical Cen/ure, and to fit him 
* for the Pile’ My explanation of his meaning ftood 
thus in N° 319. * But then, to give us a pretty plain 
* hint in what refpect he thinks this Religion an impcft 
* ure,’ he adds, [to the quotation recited above] ‘ That 
“the Inventions of buman Pride (what thofe are may 
* hereafter be fhewn) have, here and there, defaced its 
* primitive beauty.” Upon which words I obferved, that 
* till he vouchfafes to /hew us, what he means by the 
* Inventions of buman Pride, we cannot but imagine, 
* that he means thereby all the Credenda peculiar to 
* Chriftianity, and all the Agenda, except the Mora/ 
* Precepts. which are the only parts of it, of which 
* he has fpoken the leaft favourable word.’ ——— 
To this he replies, in No. 133. ‘ Thus he makes me 
* fay, that every part of Chriftianity, (for Moral Pre-

* the Jxvention, &c. Now, I have not {aid all this, as 
* by his own confeffion I have not; fince I have not, as 
* he calls it, vouchfafed to fhew what I mean by Jnven- 
* tions of human Pride’. It is very true, you fave not 
Jaid all this, nor did I fay you had. Yet you have given 
us, as I have already told you, a pretty plain hint, in No. 
98. that you meant all this, by your abfurd Divifion of 
the whole of Chriftianity into ‘ the [Moral] Dodrize of 
* Chrift, and into the Things revealed by Chrilt, or Ar- 
* ticles of Faith’: the former of which, you fay, ‘ma 
* be brought, as well as the pure Precepts of Mora/ Phi- 
* Jofophy, to the fame ftandard of Divine Truth’. Your 
meaning is rendered yet fomewhat p/aincr, by the reafon 
you give in No. 112. why, there is no Religion fubfift-

the means of the faculties he bas. As a Puirosorner, 
Suppofing the Chriftian Religion am impoflure, you notwith- 
flanding declare, that there is not a Religion now fubfijiing 
thar you would trefer to it; confequently not the Jewith, 
Which you mult {uppofe equally an impofure, otherwife 
you muit think it preferable to oxe. As a PHILOSOPHER, 
you commend only the Moral Precepts of the Gofpel, 
but have not given the Icait token of your approbation of 
any of its other parts; whereby it is peculiarly dilitin- 
guifhed from allother Religions. And as your general 
charge of the Javentions of human Pride comes imune- 
diately after your commendation of the Mora/ Precepts, 
it Was very natural to interpret thofe Zzwentions, as le- 
velled againft al] the other parts of Chriftianity, of which 
you have not hitherto {poken one favoutable word. 

Your manner of proteiiing yourfelf a Chriftian, at the 
conclution of thig Reply, is a confirmation of the charge 


which has been brought againit you. « As to my not 
* having 


freet Prieft: yet I think, at the fame time, that a Grud- 
ftreet Prieft would be the moft proper Confefor for a 
Grub-ftreet Philofopher ; whicn he plainly fhews himfelf 
to be in this very paragraph. 





I beg leave, fays he, to be counted a Chriitian, ‘ on 
* the fame Terms that the reft of the Nation are; viz. by 
‘ my profefling myfelf to be a willing, uncompelled Mem- 
‘ ber of a Community, where Chrif/tianity is the elta- 
* blifhed Religion ;> What! are the Terms, on which the 
reft of the Nation are ranked among Chrittians, your pro- 
feffing your/elf, Sc? But not to infift on the nonfenle in 
this place, let us take it in your own intended fenle. 
‘ The Terms on which the reft of the Nation are ranked 
‘ among the number of Chriitians are, their profefling 
‘ themfelves, &c.” By Community you here plainly mean 
the whole Community of Chriftians in this kingdom of all 
denominations. And therefore your affertion is falfe: be 
caufe the Zerms, on which all other perfons, except Pdi- 
lofopbers, are ranked among Chriffians, are their profefling 
themfelves Members of {ome particular Community of 
Chriftians, with whom they hold communion, and by 
whom they are acknowledged to do fo. Nor does your 
following illuftration at all clear up this matter: ¢ in the 
* fame manner, as I acknowledge myfelf to be a willing 
© and wncompel/ed \ubject of a Body Politick, where Li- 
‘ derty is the Bafis of the Government.’ Tho’ the manxer 
of your profefing or acknowledging yourfelf to be a wil 
ling Member of the Chriflian Commanity, and a wi//ing 
(ubje& of the Body Politick may be the fame; yet the 
manner in which you really are obliged to thew yourtelt 
the latter, is very different from that in which you pre. 
tend to be the former. You defire to be counted a Cori/- 
tian, without being a Member of any particular Socieiy 
of Chriftians, or being fubjeét to any Ecclefiaftical rules 
or laws. But you cannot be counted a Sudje#, without 
being affociated with others in fome particular diltrict, 
and yielding obedience to the Civil laws of your countrey. 
Influenced by the penalties of thefe, (tho’ fome of them 
the Inventions of human Pride, as well as Policy) you fub- 
mit to be incorporated in fome leffer Political Boy, in 
order to fhew yourfelf a /ubje of the whole B.-/y Politick. 
On the contrary, having no apprehenfion of Eecletiatti- 
cal penalties, you feem to fcorn all communion with any 
lefler Chriftian Society ; and yet feem defirous to be 
counted a Member of the national Community profefhing 
Chrittianity : tho’ you commend only the Mora/ part o} 
this Religion ; tho’ you reprefent the relt as defaced by 
the Inventions of buman Pride, and affume the name of 
a Philosopher, in oppofition to that of a Cérifian.
